part of the Money by them Subſcribed, as ſhall remain in their hands, till called for

The Land to be Subſcribed by the Poſleſſor of it, and to be charged by Parlia-

Subſcribers on a juſt equal foot 3 and makes this Million in Land, and Two Milli- 
ons in Money, full equal in value to three Millions all Money, and able to pay as 
great Sumsz and fo by this Method, the'Land thus ſubſcribed divides equal in Pro- 

ction with the Money-Subſcriptions in the Profit of the Bank, and may as atore- 


aid be ſubſcribed'and be made good Security, without looking into Titles, whether 


ſettled or not, and ſo Land this way may as ſoon and as eafie be ſubſcribed, and to

As to the great deſign, and what may relate to the eaſie furniſhing the Free-

105, yearly per Cent.) and it may be to three parts of four of its value, and chac 
in ſuch manner, that the Borrower of it (when his Land is once fettled in Bank) 
may at any time take up either part of, or the full Sum to be lent on his Land, 
and pay it back again in ſach Proportions -as beſt ſuit with his private Concerns ; 


which is all the Advantage has at any time been propoſed by Land-Banks. And this * 


| fo propoſed Bank (if made one by Parliament) on a Fund to be ſettled ;5 and this 
Millions worth of Land (which will ſtrengthen the ſame) will eaſily furniſh any Sum 
of Money in proportion to the Fund ſhall be given, and alſo ſuch 500000 /. yearly at 
Intereft on Land as aforeſaid, if fo be that the ſame be defired. 


And that Gentlemen may not be frightned from ſubſcribing their Land-Eftates, 


and ſubjeting them to the Payment of one fifth of their annual Value, for fear of 
teing yearly put to it to provide the ſame to pay in, nor Money'd Men from fub- 
ſcribing Money, for fear of being in like manner put to it for yearly providing the 
Intereſt of the Money by them fubſcribed, and nor paid in to the Bank as aforeſaid. 
Note,If the Profit made of the Money paid into the Bank, amounts to but 4 per Cent. 
and no more, that 4 per Cent. will pay 4 per Cent. Dividend for the Money paid in ; 
and che Rent reſerved on the Land, and the 4 fer Cent. to be paid for the Money not 
paid in, paid back tothe Owner,or not paid into the Bank, will be a 4 per Cent. Divi-. 
Jend to thoſe that ſhould pay it; ſo that if no loſs is made by the Bank, the paying of 
the Rent, and Intereſt reſerved as aforeſaid, will be but nominal only, and what 
more ſhall be gotten will be all clear Gains to all Perfons in general concerned in the 
Bank, to be proportionably divided at fuch times as ſhall be judged beſt.
